Mrs. I. fl. Curtis) and was received on 
behalf of the company by Lieut. Rich- 
ard J, Oglesby, who even at that early 
day was considered a riling young ora- 
tor. As an episode of the occasion It la 
related that a fine bouquet was present- 
ed to tho young lieutenant, who hissed 
It gracefully, placed It over his throb- 
bing heart, and tearfully promised to 
"wear it there forever." Corporal;Usrey, 
who Is one of the committee on relics, 
says he wants that bouquet for exhibi- 
tion at the reunion. It Is a sad reflec- 
tion that so few of the ladles who par- 
ticipated In the making and presentation 
of the Hag are still among the living. It 
Is proposed that Mrs. Curtis, who is now 
both deaf und blind, shall huvo the sat- 
isfaction of placing her hands upon tho 
remains of the brilliant ensign which she 
handed to that bravo little band thirty- 
two years ago, when tho was a bright 
young girl, and the dashing sergeant of 
the "Macon County Guards," who soon 
nftni'wards became her husband, was 
standing ucar by.

A COMPLAINT. 


EDITOHS RBPDULICAK:— On tho occasion 


of tbe fire on lost Tuesday night, tho 
Young America Hook & Ladder Co., upon 
repairing to their hose home where their 
apparatus are kept, found their ladders, 
hooks, etc., gone, and no one could 
give any Information of their wherea- 
bouts. In the morning, however, they 
wire found at the Tabernacle, This may 
seem, at first blush, to be a very slight 
thing and a matter of no consequence, 
but tho safety of tho city and the property 
of citizens from tbe destructive ravages 
of fire Imperatively domand a constant 
and thorough preparation and readiness to 
meet and check tbe devouring clement. 
When a fire breaks out there is no time 
to go about the city hunting up tbe Ore 
apparatus, and the council feeling this, 
on the 23d day of June, 1877, passed an 
ordinance, section nine of which Is as 
follows: 


SBC. I). Any person removing any ap- 


paratus belonging to the fire department 
from the place of storage, or using eucb 
apparatus for any purpose other than 
suppression of fires or for tho exercise of 
tbo companies to which It may be assign* 
ed, or Interfering with any officer In com- 
mand of the department or any company 
of the department In the discharge of his 
duties at a fire or in care of tbe apparatus, 
shall be subject to arrest and a fine of not 
Ibss than ten nor more than one hundred 
dollars. 


To make th« foregoing section effective 


and the fire department available, we do 
hereby declare and give notice taut we 
will prosecute each and every Interfer- 
ence with the flro apparatus of the city to 
the full extent of tbe law regardless of 
circumstances, person or position. 


Signed by the Chief of the Fire Depart- 


ment and the Fire and Water Commltee.

The returns an not yet all in, but 


something may be inferred from what 
is already known. The congressional 
delegation from Ohio, numbering twen- 
ty members, stands, in the present con- 
gress, eight Democrats and twelve Re- 
publicans. Now, considering the fact 
that, at the election two yean ago, the 
Republicans, on congressional candi- 
dates, had only a majority of a tittle 
over 6,000, there was reason to conclude 
that at the present election they would 
accomplish a grand result if they elect- 
ed one-third of their congressional nom- 
inees. They had to encounter a coali- 
tion of the most formidable character. 
There was the Democratic party, Which, 
on the state ticket, had beaten them 
over 22,000 votes, and the third ticket 
which had a strength of over 32,000. If 
the rag-money party had any strength 
at all, it should, aided by the Democrats, 
have carried not only the state ticket 
by from 35,000 to 50,000, but it should 
have elected four-fifths of all the con- 
gressmen.

Just before the close of the last ses- 


sion of Congress, tlio attention of Mr. 
Cannon was called to iho fact that tho 
Uritisli parliament hail undor consider- 
ation it bill quarantining American cat- 
tlo for four weeks before permitting 
them to land. The bill was, of course, 
for the benefit of English atock grow- 
ers who fuel the competition of Ameri- 
can cuttle. If the bill became a law, 
farewell to tho exportation of live cat- 
tle from this country. 


Mr. Cannon at once went to tho Sec- 


retary of State, Mr. Evarli, laid the 
subject before him in a business-like 
manner, stating tho magnitude of the 
trade and the interest involved, and in- 
duced him to send a cablegram to the 
American Minister in London the same 
night, directing that official to ask for 
a stay of proceedings until the facts 
could be learned. Tho Secretary of 
State at once prepared a statement and 
forwarded it to London, and had it 
placed before the proper authorities. 
As a result, the bill which had nearly 
become a law was defeated, and the 
trade in American cattle preserved. 


Mr. Cannon only did his duty in this 


caie, but hit (prompt action, no doubt, 
was the cause or the defeat of the 
quarantine bill, Mr, Canned has al- 
ways been prompt to respond to the 
wishes of his constituents, and to pro 
teet their interests so fa* ai he wai 
able, and for this, and for the efficient 
discharge of his other dutwi, the peo- 
ple will send him back again by a larger 
majority than before.
